SIR ROBERT BORDEN AT 


| No Sacrifice Too Great is Slogan 


A ringing call to every individual 
citizen uf Alberta to do his duty, in 
that particular form of national ser- 
vice for which he was best fitted, was 
sounded by Sir Robert Borden, prime 
minister of Canada, and R. B. Ben- 
nett, director general of national ser- 
vive, at two crowded public meetings 
Wednesday night in First Presbyter- 
an, and McDougall Methodist euureu- 
es, Edmonton. 

The time has now come, according 
s of this:call, for a con- 
‘centrated effort, in which every man, 
; Woman and child must take a part, 
iif the things they must cherish are 
to endure. What Canada has al- 
ready done has been good and credit- 
able, but there now confronts the na- 
tion a situation so serious that only 
the co-ordinated, united, and earnest 
ly applicd energy of the people as a 
whole can relieve it. The time to 
act has come. 

CITLZENS OUT IN FORCE 

Four thousand people heard the 
stirring addresses of the premier and 
the national service director. Both 
auditoriumss were filled, even to 
standing room capacity, and the au- 
diences were noticeably responsive to 
the facts and appeals presented to 
them. At First Presbyterian, where 
Sir Robert first spoke, Mayor Henry 
was chairman. He extended the city’s 
welcome, and assured the premier 
that the citizenship of Edmonton was 
behind him in the 
campaign. Lieut.-Governor Brett was 
on the platform, and also Hon. A. 
C. Rutherford, Hon. Charles Stew- 
art, and others. 
| The simultaneous meeting in Mc-

STATE HAS CLAIMS ON PEOPLE’ 
“What does the state mean to you, 
and what do you mean to_ the 
state?’ asked Sir Robert. With the' 
rights and privileges of citizenship 
went duties and responsibilities, and 
in the present national campaign the 
people were being asked to recognize 
the claims of the state upon them. 
of the state upon them. The supreme 
purpose of the Canadian people he 
believed, was to win this war, which 
was theirs as well as England’s, and 
to that end it was now proposed to 
asveitain whet = arrount of hu ian 
eneryry was ave‘linle in t cada ands 
vo what use it could best be prt. 
The interests both act nome and ai 
the front must be conserved in the 
most effective war possible. Men must 
be provided for the fighting line, and 
kept there till their work was done, 
and at the same time the fi.anciial 
stability of Canada must be maintain 
ed. It was vitally important that 
the man power of the nation be ap- 
plied to its greatestbasic industrics 
as well as to the actual fighting; the 
two interests must be kept up to- 
gether and in constant harmony, 


TO TAKE STOCK OF MEN 


| In order to find out just what Can- | 
ada could do in the way of this 
larger service, it had been arranged 
to put before every man in the Do- 
minion between the agesof sixteen and 
sixty, in the first week of 1917, a 
series oftwenty-four questions, the 
answers to which would give a rea- 
sonably full and accurate estimate of ' 
the nation’s human energy. The in- | 
formation as secured would be of use 
not only in facilitating the conduct 
of the war, but in providing for con- 
ditions that would arise after the 
war, when from 300,000 to half a 
million men would be coming from 
overseas, When the 


munition workers released for other 
service, and provision would have {to 
be made for them as well. In addition 
to these two classes, there would be 
| n influx of immigrants. It was 
therefore evident that Canada must 
give thought’to the conditions that 
would almost at once be facing it. 
The co-operation of the legisla- 
tures, fraternal societies, trade and 
labor organizations, churches, and 
all other public-spirited bodies was 
being sought in the proposed survey, 
and there would be work that the 
women also could do. What the wo- 
men had already done was past esti- 
mating, said the premier, but he 
made a further appeal to them to 
lsupport this new movement in the in- 
terests of the nation and the empire. 


PREMIER SURE OF RESULT 

Sir Robert was listened to through 
out his addresses with close atten- 
tion and the evident sympathy of 
both audiences. He was frequently

applauded, and the succestive points 
he made were received with hearty 
approval. His reception at both 
meetings was a striking testimony to 
the respect which the citizens, quite 
apart from political feelings or party 
connections, felt for the prime minis- 
ter of Canada. Waves of applause 
swept over the assemblages, and in- 
dicated their appreciation of the. pa- 
triotic mission which had _ brought 
him west. Sir Robert struck a high 
note at the beginning, and maintain- 
ed throughout. a dignifieid and im- 
pressive manner that carried its own 
argument with it. 

The closing point of the premier’s 
speech was his firm conviction that 
the people of Edmonton and the west 
generally would respond to the new 
ppeal as they had to the appeals pre- 
viously made. He had no doubt what 
the answer of Canada as a whole 
would be, and that answer would 
bear vitally upon the issue of the war 
Only effort and sacrifice were 1:ceded 
now. Germany had lost its cuance in 
the first four months of the wir, and 
if the people of the British en.pire 
now did their duty the enemy could 
never regain the ground it had lost. 

ONE WAY OF SAFETY 

Inthe midst of partial victories 
and recent gains, it was not unreason 
able or unpatriotic to consider the 
possibility of defeat, declared R. Bb, 
Bennett, who for more than an hour 
spoke on the details and purposes of 
the man power survey about to be in 
augurated. There was never an hour, 
he said, when the existence and in- 
tegrity of the empire were so threat- 
ened as at present, and there was 
only one way of averting thot defeat 
—by utilizing to the maxitnum the 
power, skill, and energy of the total 
population. The co-ordinated effert ol 
the Canadian people was an absolute 
necessity, for national serviee meant 
nothing more or less than everyone 
doing his bit in the way for which he 
was best fitted. 

Mr. Bennett classified the manhecd 
of Canada into fighters, workers, and 
payers. It was necessary to send men 
to the! front, but those at home had 
a responsibility, too, Public services 
must be maintained, essential indus- 
eries must be continued, and the en- 
ergy of the producers in Canada 
must be applied to the support of the 
ational life. This could not be done 
at haphazard. There has been a lack 
of, system. but now it was declared 
to organize into a definite campaign 
for national service in which order 
should be brought out of chaos. 

LAST VOLUNTARY EFFORT 

‘“An inventory of the man power 
of Canada,’’ was the way the direc- 
tor of national service characterized 
the proposed survey in January. 

tt would not be acensus, but an 
effort to ascertain just what Canada 
could do, and do without. ‘‘It will be 
the last voluntary effort that the pco- 
ple of Canada will be asked to make 
said Mr. “Bennett _ signiticantly, 
“and they must fully understand that 
fact.’’ Non-essentia] industries must 
be weeded out, and the essential 
lines of production must be kept up 
to their highest possible efficiency. 

It was not intended under this na- 
tional service idea that all the men 
should go to the front. Some had al- 
ready gone who should not have gone 
‘and some had not gone who should 
have. The purpose now was to find 
out what future disposition to make 
of the available man-power. Farms, 
steel industries, schools, and other 
necessary interests must be main- 
tained. It would be a crime, for in- 
stance to take away a good farmer to

jwonders if unitedly applied to the 
‘conduct of the war, for fifteen cents 
a day from every Canadian citizen 
would finance Canada’s current war 
bill. The pensions and interest on 
the standing war debt must also be 
reckonedwith and by way of provid- 
ing for these inevitable burdens the 
people would be invited to buy war 
bonds and thus cooperate in the na- 
tional effort. Adversity could be 
fought with money, and Canadians 
should always remember that they 
were only trustees of the wealth the 
Creator had given them. The time 
had now come to use that wealth in 
the interests of humanity and liberty 
Every citizen should ask himself the 
question: ‘‘Am I worthy of the sacri- 
fice the men at the front are making? 

ALBERTA WILL DO ITS PART

‘his was the declaration of Andrew 
Bonar Law, repeating the words of 
Mr, Asquith three months.ago, as he 
made his debut to-day as tne leader 
of the new government in the house 
of commons, It was only a brief and 
passing illusion to the German peace 
proposal, but the ringing announce- 
ment that it was still the policy and 
determination of the government 
struck the keynote of the new wovern 
ment’s attitude, and roused a pro- 
longed demonstration of approval. 

The sessions of both the Lords and 
Commons were attended with inter- 
est as being the first bow of the new 
governnent, though the absence of 
Premicr Lloyd George, through ill- 
ness, left a vacancy. Great crowds tse 
sieged Westminster for admission, 
and both chambers showed the galler- 
ies filled with eager spectators, and 
the floors animated with newly form- 
ed political groups.

Amsterdam, via London, Dec. 12.— 
Sixteen persons were killed and sev- 
eral mortally wounded in a riot at 
Tureving on the occasion of the de 
portation of three hundred civilians 
by the Germans, according to the 
Echo Belge. 

The paper says that the riot start- 
ed when one of the men ordered de- 
ported was struck on the head with 
a rifle butt by a German soldier be- 
eause he did not walk fast enough. 
Thereupon the crowd of spectators 
rushed at the soldiers and a general 
melee followed, the German troops 
using their rifles. The accounts say 
that a squadron of cavalry had to 
charge the crowd before order was 
restored and that fifty arrests were

Wintering Horses 
In the Open 


For many years the idle work 
horses at the Lacombe Station have 
wintered in the open. When oat straw 
has been available in liberal quanti- 
tics no other feed has been provided 
and under such conditions the horses 
have wintered satisfactorily. [n the 
winter of 1¥11—12 all the horses in 
the open made a gain in flesh winter- 
ed in this way, certain horses gain- 
ing as much as 70 pounds cach. In 
the winter of 1913-14 horses were 
wintered under these same conditions 
and without exception increased in 
weight at a cost not exceeding $1.0$ 
per month per head. This method of 
wintering is productive of particu- 
larly good results when the straw 
stack is located in abluffin a pas- 
ture field where the horses can ob- 
tam even a small amount of grass

Canadian Women 
Crowd to Britain 


Six Thousand Have Landed 
There Uuring Last Half Year 


Ottawa, Dee. 1§.—Emigration from 
Canada to Great Britain is, aad has 
been for some time; past, very heavy. 
The Department of Internal Affairs 
now issues over 1,000 passports pet 
month which is more than ten times 
the number issued before the war. 
This means, in effect, that 1,000 Can- 
adians are leaving the Dominion for 
England every month. Of these about 
500 are women, wives, mothers and 
sweethearts, most of them of Cana- 
dian soldiers. Some time ago the 
Government endeavored to discour- 
age the influx of Canadian women 
jbound for the British shores, but the 
warning that their presence was not 
desired by the Imperial authorities 
does not seer, to have been heeded. 
It is stated that during the last half- 
year some 6,000 Canadian women 
have landed in Great Britain. 

On account of the large number of 
passports being issued the Depart- 
ment of Internal Affairs, of which 
Sir Jos. Pope is deputy head, has re- 
quested that portion of the traveling 
public bound for British shores to 
give due notice of applications for 
passports if it wishes to avoid delay.

May the Lord Have Mercy on His 
Soul. 


WINTERING HORSES | 


Gooi clean straw and half a gallon 
of oats three times per day {8s a good 
basis to work on for horses that are 
not working hard during the winter. 
Boiled feeds are excellent when given 
once a week, and a good one may be 
made of one part oats, one part bar- 
ley and one part flax with the in- 
evitabie pinch of salt. Should there 
be a period of bad weather necessitat- 
Ing the keeping in of stock and should 
appetites fail in consequence, a good 
tonic will be found in a little poplar 
bark (which is very easy to get on 
most farms), put in with the boiled 
feed. This will in most cases remedy 
the defect promptly. While on the 
Bubject of natural tonics, it would be 
well to administer Nature’s greatest 
tonic, that is, fresh air, as often as 
the weather will permit of the horses 
being turned olit, and the subsequent 
roll in the snow accompanying will 
be found an excellent coat cleaner 
and will be conducive to a hardening 
effect, so that horse flesh goes into 
spring work fit and stays fit. If the 
turning out is made a dally rule, the 
danger of ill effects from cold will be 
materially lessened and the desire to 
eat, drink, and one might also add, 
be merry, is increased. _1n_ short, 
stable vigilancc should be increased 
rather than decreased. during the win- 
ter months owing to the lack of regu- 
Jar exercise and green feeds. With 
these few simple and easy rulcs the 
Jabor of looking after sick horses will 
be eliminated by the permanent estab- 
lishment of stable health.
